True impressions 

In the description of the recent Sesqui Cen- 
tennial celebration at York, Pa., it was stated 
that the Continental Congress looked in 
upon the wounded soldiers being cared tor 
by the German Bapusts at Ephrata. 

The facts are, thae afcer-the® Battle of 
Brandywine, Sepromber ij Meerapeyfivechuas 
dred sick and wounded soldiers were re- 
moved to the Ephrata Seventh Day Bapust 
Community and were cared for by che Lro- 
thers and Sisters of the Community | 
buildings, known as the Ephrata,Clorster. 
were buried 
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side is the inscription “Hicr Rhuen dic Ge- 
beine von vicl Soldaten.” Translated, “Here 
rest the remains of many soldicrs.” The 
other three sides have appropriate inseript- 
10Nns. 

Another act of loyalty during the Revo- 
Jucion was the translation of the Declarauon 
of Independence into seven different lang- 
uages to be presented to the European courts, 
by Rev. Peter Miller, a member of the Eph- 
rata Seventh Day Baptisc Community. He 
also conducted the diplomatic correspon- 
dence, thus virtually being Secretary of State 
for the new government, though such othce 
had not yet been created. He was selected 
as trustworthy for such important work in 
a ume when fugitives and Torics abounded 
in plenty. He accepted no pay, desiring 
only to have the answer of a good con- 
science for service well done. 

Rev. Peter Miller was an honor graduate 
of Heidleberg University, Germany, educated 
both in theology and law. He came to 
America in 1730. For a time he was pastor 
of a German congregation of Lutherans and 
Reformed at Tulpchocken. 

That I may give you the origin of Snow 
Hill, it 1s needful to sketch the rise of 
Seventh Day Bapusts (1728). 


GERMAN 


This organization had its beginning in the 
conversion of ore, Conrad Beissel, in 1715, 
in the Palatinate, Germany. The historian, 
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Julius F. Sachse, says Beissel was ongin tilly a 


Presbyterian. 

The section known as the Palatinate, by an 
old map, shows Frankfurt on the northeast, 
Strassberg on the southwest, Hamburg on the 
west border, and Heidleberg on the center of 
east border. 

Conrad Beisscl was twenty-five years of 

age at the time of his conversion. He was 
a baker by trade and an adept in music, using 
the violin. In duc time he became acquatnt- 
ed. with the Piccists. 
—“Pietism may be regarded as an exaltation 
of the importance of religions fecling and of 
the practical parc of religion, with a corres- 
ponding depreciation of doctrinal differences, 
and a contempt for outward ecclesiastical 
form.” 

A large measure of the Spirit showed 10 
his awakening, so that at a banquet he fe: 
proved their practices and thus incurred 
their displeasure. He was accused as a Pie- 
tist, arrcsted and tried before an ecclesiastical 


court. But. not sufiscient. evidence was 
found to convict him. Later he was again 


to be arrested. Because of these persecu- 
tions. also those fram Wis fellow-crattsmen, 
he decided to come fo America and join the 
Brotherhood on the Wiasehickon, near Ger- 
mintown. The leader of thar community 
was Nelpius, who with his chapter of Ro«- 
crucians landed in Philadelphia in hone, 1694 
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society professing to be phitosophers, in re- 
ality charlatans, who made themselves con- 
spicuous in the seventeenth and eehteenth 
centuries. They claimed to be possessed of 
secrets of nature. The numeral forty was 
held of much import; as, forty days and 
nights ic rained in the deluge; forty days and 
nights Moses sojourned on Mt. Sinai; forty 
hours Christ lay in the grave. 


Conrad Beissel, with others as ship com- 
pantons, landed at Boston 1720, and came 
to Philadeiphia in October, 1720. Beisse 
was much disappointed to find the leader of 
the Brotherhood, Kelpius, had died, and the 
members were scattered, some living in the 
vicinity as hermits. He consulted one, Mat- 
thai, a hermit, who advised that he learn the 
weavers art, as the trade of baking offered 
little pecuniary reward. He acted upon the 
advice and indentured himself to Peter Beck- 
er who had come to America in 1719, and 
who, later, became the founder of the Ger- 
man Baptists or Dunkards. 


Dunkard is from baptize, “taufen’’ (Ger- 
man) then ‘'Tunker,” later, ‘“Dunkard,” have 
been corruptions of the word. 

Beissel was admitted into the family of 
Peter Becker, as was the custom of those 
days. The two men became warm friends. 
They often spoke with regret of the lack of 
religious zeal, and took to heart the forlorn 
religious condition of their countrymen in 
the Province (Pennsylvania). The chiidren 
were growing up without religious instruc- 
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tion. ven the party broughe over by Beck- 
er, the year previous, were for the tme 
estranged from their Icader. : 

Beissel suggested he call together the mem- 
bers of his party and, try to renew their re- 
ligious fervor, advice Becker evidently fol- 
lowed. 

Having finished his trade, Beissel deter- 
mined to carry out his original purpose. In 
the fall of 1721, in company with one. of 
his ship companions, he visited the Cones- 
toga valley in Lancescer County: .. There 
a secluded spot. beside a sparkling spring 

they buile a cabin of logs for themscives on 
the banks of the Muhilback (Mill Creck) a 
branch of the Conestoga River. 

The two men entercd upon a life of se- 
clusion and prayer, exhorting their nerghbors 
when opportunity offered, and imparting 
Instruction co the young men who were sent 
to them. 

From this. cvidence we may. assume, this 
the first free school in Lancaster County. And 
who will cainsay thar it pti actically laid. the 
foundation stoncs from which grew in time 
the present noted Pranklin and Marsiial Col- 
lege, of. Lancaster, City? 

They visited other communities, among 
them the first Protestant mystic commun ity 
of. the New. World, cstabiisned at Bebemia 
Manor, 168-4. 

Other companions joined them. Rela. 
ious incetings: weresheld at resular hours in 


the small hut in the fercst, and abour the 
Y 


country as opportunity offered. 

Beisse] was a. fluent speaker and an 
earnest exhorter. By their mode of lite 
and revival services, the attention of the set 
tlers of Conestoga Valley was aroused. 

About this time Beissel became a Sabbath 
observer, his companions gradually follow- 
ing his example. 

The German Baptists had begun to hold 
religious services in che German communitics 
of the Province, 1722. At one of the mect- 
ings in Lancaster County, Beissel, among 
others, accepted baptism by his friend and 
former master, November twelfth, 1724. The 
leaders consulted much with the little com- 
pany and advised them to organize, saying: 

“You can now arrange your affairs among 
yourselves to the best ‘of your ability; the 
betrer you do it the better we will be pleased, 
since you constitute together a lictle congre- 
gation. You are in no way to be bound to 
us, aS WE are too great a distance from you. 
We therefore advise you to arrange your af- 
fairs among yourselves, according to your 
daily circumstances. Neither do we reécog- 
nize any Pope who would rule over you, but 
we commend you to the Grace of God, which 
mus: accomplish everything.” -—(Chronicon 
Ephratensc). This company of bchievers 
was known as the Conestoga Congregarion. 
Later, December, 1728, they reorganized and 
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declared themselves Seventh Dev Bapusts. 
‘his congregation was composed of both 
the solitary (celibates) and house-rathers 
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be arricd). Here was inifoduced the an- 
tiphonal or responsive singing. Jac 
come. an important feature and at 
attenuon of the music sc Vidhias ot the Old 
World. 

The cabins here used were buile alike, 
twenty-five teer long, fwenty fece wide, and 
ej@hit and one-half feet to the joist. 

Revival services were continued and the 
ation éerew. Political iia he 
ch the obsérvance of the Sabbath was 
jaued anil February, 
32, when a meeting was called and a gen- 
eral exhortation given in which Beissel earn- 
iY Impress sed upon the congregation the 
necessity of remaining steadfast in their faith 
ae CONVICLIONS. Handing the leaders a 
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tween 1735 and 1740, buildings were erceted 
both tor religious services and as residcnecs. 
Vhe large Saal, a room for rcligious services, 
Was dedicated. 

Ie was then the community was endowed 
with the historic name, Ephrata. 

The Seventh Day Baptist Socicty was or- 
ganized, Separate houses were built, one 
for the solitary Brethren and one for the Sts- 
ters. They cach were under the care of a 
Vorsteher or dircctor. There was great reg- 
ularity in the hours for devotion, work, study 
and sleep. 

Ludwig Blum, a musician, now came. He 
virtually introduced the system of music pe- 
culiar co the Ephrata Klosecr (cloister), upon 
which was built up by Conrad Beissel a most 
unusual and insp cand form of harmony, us- 
ing the cones of the Acohan harp as the pri- 
mary inspiration and standacd. 

This music was written in four, six and 
seven parts. One who writes about it, says: 
“It is impossible to deseribe the hearcr’s 
feeling. Their, musical rendition was such 
as filled the very soul.” 

Industries were organized, the first being a 
bakery which operated in the interests of the 
poor setters (charity). 

A printing press was installed in po 
primarily for pee ing theological discourses. 
The Martyr's Mirror, a Menaonite abl \- 
cation, a history of the persecuted Christians 
from the time of Christ to 1660, was trans- 
lated from the Holland Dateh to high Ger- 
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man and printed for them, The Paper and 


INK Were made, the printing and bind: ine, all 
done by the Ephrata Brotherhood. The 
date is 1748. 

The prinung press was operated by the 
Brotherhood till 1793. 

During these strenuous seasons therc came 
to Ephrata John Horn, from the German. 
town Baptists, 1763, and Geo rec Adam Ma

When the 
second «division reached the horses, they 
mounted and rode ahead a distance caual to 
that of hs frst group. This process was 
repeat ed to the end of the jJOUPNeGY, The 
third manet b lcd by Betssel, traveled entire- 
ly on foot. 

During one of their services while Berssel 
Was khan the people, a post-rider ar- 
rived to cell of ihe murder. by the Indians 
the day ie (July 26, 1764), of the school- 
master, Enoch Brown and seven of his pupils. 
The massacre was but a short distance from 
Greencastle, Franklin Co.. Pa. In the tace 
ot this dangcr Berssel counseled trust in AL- 
mighty God, and deprecated recourse to fire- 
armis. 

Before the Ephrata contingent left for 
home. George Adam Martin was installed as 
the teacher and leader of the congregation. 

Great enthusiasm arrended this awakening. 
Calls for the personal service of Beissel were 
frequent and urgent. An almost continu- 
Ous communication was kepr up by visits be- 
tween the congregation at Antietam and the 
community ac Pphrata. The teachers were 
George Adam Martin and John Horn, who 
labored under the supervision of Rev. Perer 
Miller (Brocher Jacbez), Beissel’s successor 
as Vorstcher or head of the Ephrata Com- 
munity.  Beissel died in July 1768, aped 
seventy-seven years. 

Among the earlier settlers in the Antietara 
country was a certain Swiss, Hans Schnce- 
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berever (Snowberger) by namc, who came 
to America in 1750. with his wite and seven 
children, five boys and two .daughters. An 
dreas, who was nine years old when he came 
to America, mur rele about the time of the 
Sabbatarian revival at Antiecam, Bacbara Kar- 
per, daughter of tid = hoir Karper. All of 
these persons were ve the Dunkard persua- 
sion. Atone of the Anuctum meetings dur- 
ing Beissel’s exhorcation, Garbara became coi- 
vinced of the truth of the kphraca doctrine, 
and was baptized by Bvisscl. She hence- 
forth observed the Seventh Day. The story 
is told, thac chis gave tro yeble berwecn her 
ind Andreas, and resulted in Barbara uking 
hee child in her arms aS starung to walk to

At that time the-e was in the Eyhrara Com- 


somerset Co,, Fa. hic was first sent to An- 
uctam as alay brochr., In September, 1788, 
he was notitied by the Vorsteher oi Ephrata 
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Community, by letter, “that the Holy Spiric 
had revealed unto him that he (Peter Leh- 
man) was to be consecrated as leader of the 
Antietam congregation.” 

Peter Lehman accepted the trust. Toward 
the close of the eighteenth century he organ- 
ized his conercgation into a community some- 
what after the manner of the Ephrata Bro- 
therhood and Sisterhood, which flourished 
with varying success for upwards of half a 
century. 

Andreas Schnecberger (Snowberger) ,abour 
the ume he was married, took up a tract of 
land: now known as Snow Hill (Nunnery) 
property, and erected a log house about a 
quarter of a mile south of the present build- 


ings. The mectings of the congregation 
were act first held in the different houses and 
barns of the members. The necessity for a 


regular place of worship became more and 
more apparent, and the desire for a commun- 
al life became stronger. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth century 
the Snowberger family consisted of Andreas, 
the father; Barbara, the mother; and eight 
children—three boys and five girls—of whom 
three were married. AIL were Seventh Day 
Bapusts. 

Of the children who remained at home, 
two daughters, Barbara and Elizabeth, and 
one son, John, favored the founding of a 
community simular to that at Ephrata, 

Eventually a deed was made by Andreas 
Snowberger to a board of Trustees for cer- 
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tain specihed purposes forever. Settlements 
were made with the married heirs of the 
Snowberyvers and a bond of sixteen hundred 
dollars was given to the grantor to secure the 
balance of the purchase price. 

The community was now fairly launched. 
In 1814 the first commun Ity house’ was burle. 
This was the original Kloster (Cloister). Te 
is two stories high, and measures thirty by 
forty feet above the ne ment.’ | At che east 
end, on the upper floor, wag the “Saal” or 
chapel. Here the meetings were held until 
1829, when the 1 meeunge-house was built on 


the other side of the creek, nearby. ‘The 
second house was buile in 1835, is of brick. 
and measures thirty feet square. It is also 
two stories. In 1838 the brick house at the 
west end was built. Ic is two stories, and 
measures thirty by forty feet. This was in- 
tended as a Brother House. The house 


forming the east end of the group was built 
in 1843, as a Sister Hoy Sc, and 1S two stories. 


thirty by forty feer. These houses are 
built against each other and gave the appear- 
ance Gf one house, The interior plan gave 


largec commas uty rooms with several ‘Kom: 
mern, or sleeping rooms. opening into cach 
of them. 


The most pros sperous period of this institu- 
(10N appears between 1820 and 1845. The 
Sei oi of single persons of both sexes re- 
siding upon the grounds at one time during 


that p. eriod ranged from twenty co thirty. 











KLOSTER LIFE 

The great bell for rising was rung at tive 
in the morning. One-half hour later, the 
small bell range to call all co breakfast in che 
common dining room on the firse floor, be- 
low the Saal, between the Brothers’ rooms 
and the Sisters’ rooms. Two long tables 
stood on one sidc, covered with snow-white 
table cloths Plain benches placed on each 
side of the table were the seats. A chair 
was atc the head of the table for the “Vor- 
stcher.” The Brothers ate at one table, the 
Sisters at the other. A carper, the kind cal- 
led rag-carpet, covered the floor. In win- 
ter 2 roaring wood hre burned in the big 
ten-plate stove near the center of the din- 
ing room. Food from the adjoining kitch- 
en was provided plentifully. It was similar 
to that provided by the Pennsylvania Dutch” 
farmers. The dinner hour was eleven-thirty 
in the morning, the supper hour was five- 


pe 
thirty in the evening. The Vorsteher Iced 
in prayer betore meals. At the close of a 


meal, cither a table hymn was sung, or 
“thanks” returned. 

A rag-carpet also covered the floor of the 
community or “‘sitting’’ rooms, and a ten- 
place stove with a wood fire was used for 
heating. Ac bed-time all assembled in the 
Saal for prayer service, which was conducted 
by the Vorsteher of the Brothers. 

On Sabbath the service was held in the 
Saal at two in the afternoon, after the church 
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was built. The Vorstcher of the Brothers 
usually conducted it. Singing, prayer, read- 
ing of the Scripture, exhortation. or reading 
of theological discourses, was the order. 
Most of the singing was from the Ephrata 
note books, some of which had been trans- 


ferred to Snow Hill. These manuscript 
note books were copie ed by some sisters at 
Snow Hill, also. The letters used in the 
manuscripe tune books are luehly ornamental. 


Fach letter was made with a single stroke of 
thie pen. Time and patient industry alone 
could produce a copy. Devout, sanctified 
Music was considered an important st of 
worship by the Seventh ‘Day Baptists 

Besides having service in the Saal, the 
members of the Society, after the church was 
built, attended the religious services there, 
conducted by the congregation. 

Visitors to the Kloster were welcomed much 
as hospitality was shown in a home. The life 
at Snow Hill was in reality a quiet, busy, 
home life where economy was practiced ys 
the necessitics and comfcrts of life appreci- 
ated. 

Application for membership was made to 
the ettesy of the Trustecs.. He presented 


it to the Board of Vrustees. The applicanr 
| 


came before the Board to answer some cues- 
tions concerning fasch, desire, and motive, 
then was accepicd on a propation, abour six 
mouths. If appliance stil desircd member- 
ship and had proved a satisfactory inmate, 
he was accepted. Frequently a special 
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church name was adopted upon becoming a 
member. 

Regulanons governing the Society required 
that only unmarri¢d were admitted as mem- 
bers. Widows and widowers were accepted. 
Marriage was not forbidden, but was a for- 
feiture of membership in the Socicty, though 
not in the church. The Brothers dressed in 
Quaker fashion. The Ststers wore a plain 
dress, with usually a large white handker- 
chief about the neck, pinncd down over the 
chest. All were required to labor on the 
premises, the men on farm, in workshops or 
mill, the sisters at housework, in the diary 
and garden. Each morning the Vorstcher 
assigned the duties of the day. 

The sick members were well cared for and 
doctors called when reguired. | Members of 
the Society not infrequently assisted neigh- 
bors as helpers, sometimes in house work, 
more especially in caring for those who were 


ill. 


No request for aid. was dented. Hospt- 
calicy was generous. Tramps there found 
good meals and a warm bed. 














CHARTER 


The Society applied tu the Legislature 
Pennsylvania for a chareer December 
1833. The appleation was signed by_ fif- 
tccn members of the Kloster Witnesses 
present at the sizning werc---Andrew, Fahn- 
estock and John Burger. 

The Articles of Ae cata titi of the Society 
were examined by the Auorney General, of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and 
commended to the Supreme Courr, which 
followed by :—

During the administration of Peter Lch- 
man, 2 Grist Mill wascrected upon the Snow 
Fill property. The power to run it was ob- 
taincd by using the waters from the beauuful 
springs ac the House, also of the nearby 


springs. The flour was hauled to Balt- 
more in the covered wagons, called Concs- 
topa wagons. A fine quality of flour was 


made, and the brand of “Perer Lehman and 
Co., was readily accepted by Baltimore mer- 
chants. 

Mills were then busy hives of industry. 
Farmers had their wheat ground, hauled the 
flour to towns and citics,-and had all bran 
and food-stuff for their stock, the miller re- 
ceiving a coll of about one-tenth bushel of 
wheat. 

A cooper shop in which flour barrels were 
made by the brothers was also one of the in- 
dustries. 

As the years passed, the spirit that promp- 
ted the communal life devclopcd into a 
broader discernment of the spirit of Christ. 
Instead of withholding from touch with the 
world, the Savior daily went about doing 
good. And so the following generation 
would accept Christ as the exa imple. As 
the members of the Society each passed to his 
reward, there were none to apply for mem- 
bership there. The fast a Ea Obed 
Snowberger, died November, 1895. 


Following his death, some Snowberger 
heirs brought suit for the property. It re- 
mained in litigation some years. In 


1900 the Court of Franklin County decreed:

They wene bravely cto work, app lied 
the income carefully, paid che dcbr, made the 
fepairs, and are gradually making bank de-

remodeled by painting walls, insta Attn new 
heac and’ clectric lichts ; restzcing the old 
with modcrn seats, adding carpet and a mus- 
ical instrument. 


bY the. Trustees, five-in number, 
were elected from the members of the Soci- 
ety ray the Conerceition. All were en- 


titled to vote at this eICchioOn, which was held 
every four years, ihe first Sundsy of the year 
No change was made, except that comin: by 
the Society passing out, of existence. 

The Trustees haye the care of a property 


of 156 acres and some perches, having there- 

















on buildings co keep in repair, also a tract of 
Mountain land, The ‘bu ldings are now 
tas as a residence for che pastor and his 
tamily, and the farmer's fa umily. Some parts 
are retained to entertain visitors coming from 
1 distance to attend special SEIVICES. Some 
aitttincs have becn made in the interior of 
the House for family accommodation. The 
property 1s not held for antique display, 
many historic places. Its present use is 
modern and pracucal., Religious services 
are regulirly conducted in the church upon 
the Sabbath by the pastor. A live Sabbath 
School is maintained. Communion SEIVICES 
are held four trmes a year. The spring com- 
munion, for which a ape invitation is 
S¢nl Out, ts spoken of as a Lovefeast, and 
usually is held che first Sabbath in June. This 
Service was formerly very Jargely attended. 
People would drive for miles to be Dresent, 
the numbcr often being calculated as several 
thousand. A si nple meai of bread, butter, 
apple-butter, cucumber pickles, and hor cof- 
foe was Naiptonh d free for all who came. It 


was a busy « igy for the lesb ab often the 
meal continued until after : hree in the after- 
noon, Besides this, many drove to Quincy 


and Waynesboro hotels, where special prep- 
arations had been made to provide for meals. 
The greatest number of this class were the 
young men who had invited their young 
lady friends to go to “Nunnery Mecting 

and therefore desired to show special atten: 
tion by giving a hotel dinner. During the 
World War the pracuce of free meals was 
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omitted because of the ban put upon the un- 
necessary usc of foods.  WVistrors trom a dis- 
tance are now entertained at the House and 
by other members. The number coming to 
the Lovefeaste has dwindled considerably be- 
ciuse of many other attractions that take 
precedence of religious services.
